Supervisors Cut 
»fl Million Off 
Assessments

County assessments on ma­ 
jor aircraft plants in the Los 
Angeles-Long Beach area have 
been reduced by $20,000,000. 

The Board of Supervisors, 
sitting as a board of equaliza­ 
tion, made the cut Tuesday 
after manufacturers threaten­ 
ed to move their operations 
elsewhere. 

The reduction was effected 
by voting a 10 per cent cut in 
the "possessory Interest" as­ 
sessment of inventories of 
work in progress. 

Aircraft manufacturers con­ 
tend the U. S. government 
owns both tools and inventor­ 
ies on defense contracts. They
maintain taxation against such 
equipment and inventories Is

Before supervisors acted, 
the assessment against federal­ 
ly owned inventories in air­ 
craft plants in the county to­ 
taled $315,000,000. 

The total cut represents 
about $1,300,000 in taxes, 
County Assessor John R. 
Quinn estimated. 

Manufacturers, insisting 'the 
federal government has inter­ 
est in the inventories, argued 
that if they are forced to con­ 
tinue to pay excessive posses­ 
sory taxes, they will be faced 
with an increase in the cost of 
production. 

And if production costs are 
increased the Air Force and 
Navy will tend to award con­ 
tracts to aircraft plants out­ 
side the Los Angeles area, the 
aircraft industry pointed out. 

The County maintains that 
the government doesn't own 
the material in military air­ 
craft until it takes delivery 
and that this justifies taxation 
of the aircraft manufacturer. 

The aircraft industry says 
that government contracts 
specify that title to military 
aircraft and their components 
remains In the government's 
name while the planes ar; be­ 
ing built.
